1. ^^QAKA Shiauka, nember of the Lower Houae of the National Diet, aaked for an 

intervlev with Source on 12 Septesber, 1951, to discuaa hia Ispending pel* 
itioal canpaign* In the coorae of the intervlev, however, Source brou^t 
up the queation of the formation of a new political party known aa the 
"Cooperative EfODOlO. 2BAKA referred to it aa the •Concordia* 

Tnrty, (KXOUi TO), and ^ve the following infoxmation about it. 

2. Former awmbera of the old Bast iaia League (DAI 70 A HE24IBI} gathered to^ 
gather on 15 Auguat, 1951, on the annlvaraary of Lt. General ISHBIAIUL 
Kanju'a death, at hia tomb at Tsuruokav They conferred and aada cooni'^ 
aanta on the eatabliahoeent of the Concordia Party, aetting tq> ita organiaatlon 
and platform. ^ The Initiative or inaugural convention of this party vaa 
auppoaed to ^ve been already held tba first week in September, 1951* Tbe 
Concrodla Toxty ia not an Ideological organisation party, but rather a 
political one. It la an entirely unique and new type of party. EBANA ia 

no longer a member of the present East Asia League, (he stated), as he 
asaiBBed Source knew. However, quite a fev of the old membeGni of the East 
Asia League are veil acquainted with EBAHA^a paat oloee relationship with 
ISBIBAKA Ksnjiu Scaie of tbeae membera, in tba Conoordla ftrty, seem to 
have planned aemtly to appoint ESANA to be chief of the VUcamatan Branch 
of the Concordia apparently In order to secure a certain amount of 

campaign funds eontrilaitlODB from EBANA. 

3» A young nan f^om tha headquartera of the Conoordla Party visited EBANA, 

oalled for the Intter'a participation in and aid to the Ikrty, and euplatned

4t According to the explanation of this youth, the Conoordla Party appears to 
be quite short of ooa^tent and axperleneed political leadara and also of 
politioal oaapaign fu^.

< Concordia Party and the beaie teneta of^lSSlBARA Eanjii. EBANA received the 
distinct Impreaaion that the nav party vaa very atroogly under the Influenea 
of aoolallam. Despite its aborts^ of top leaders and of funds, the youth 
felt confident that the Concordia Hrty would not fail to taring the Uberel 
Party ^ total defeat In the next general alectiona and would then seise the

He added further more, 
that whereas the Concordia Party . i. bt be ri{jht from the idealistic point of 
view in insisting upon opposition to reanftareiit and to revision of the cci>- 
stitution's anti-war clause, he could not a.rree as a practical politician; 
faced with various daily problera of actual politics, KHAili stated that he 
could not stand by Idly (lot ccalii ti:e nation) in the present>-day world 
situation relying upon on enpty artunent such as Uie Concordia Party offered. 

On that point, he continued, bis principles arc those 0 i the new party viere 
definitely opposed , and for that ro'jror he co Id rot cooperate with it. 

Houpver, noting that the new party r: v. ri^d the memory of ISHXKAHA and that manor 
of its leaders wore once beloved by vl.e ^tat Fan-^sian leader, LB/UiIA, feeling

Some members of t?ie Concordia Aurty have 
said that TSUJl vas in a position to help the party, though only indirectly, 
since he is still purged and \inable to Join it. has a distant relation 

ly marriage (or by family?) to ISi.IHAitA Kanju; i.ovever, he seams to have no 
overt connection to the Concordia Par^. Ar.oiif: the real leaders of the 
Concordia Rirty, there is a man oalled^miA Tsuyosiii (or Kei) . He was formerly 
a lieutenant or captain in the Jeu'nesc Arny, left It to engage in Mlitloal 
work in connection witn ealablishr.:ent of the Concordia Association (KlOUAiCAl) 

. In Huichurla, and was later promoted to the rank of Lieutenant General in the 
Manchurian Army. Certainly he was one of tr.os^ closely' linked to IS.vlKAHA. 
TSUJl and WADA were extremely close, and while iSbJI was carrying on secret 
operations in Japan, he is reported to have concealed hi:.u«*elf at VAEA’s 
house for about three or four months. Even conslderin,' just this fact alone, 
it is virtually iKposrible to lelieve that -fl' I !ias no connection at all 
to the new party.
